FIKST DAY. 

Cabson Citt, January 4th, 1875. 

In accordance with and pursuant to the provisions of section twelve, 
Article XVII, of the Constitution of the State of Nevada, the Senate 
was called to order at twelve o'clock, noon, by Hon. Frank Denver, 
President. 

Mr. Eickey moved that the President appoint a temporary Secretary 
and temporary Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Carried. 

The President appointed as temporary Secretary C. N. Noteware, and 
Seymour Pixley as temporary Sergeant-at-Arms.

any mental reservation or evasion whatsoever; and I do further solemnly 
swear, that 1 have not fought a duel, nor sent or accepted a challenge 
to fight a duel, nor been a second' to either party, nor in any manner 
aided or assisted in such duel, nor been knowingly the bearer of such 
challenge or acceptance, since the adoption of the Constitution of the 
State of Nevada, and that I. will not be so engaged or concerned, directly 
or indirectly, in or about any such duel, during my continuance in office; 
and, further, that I will well and faithfully perform all the duties of the 
office of Senator, on which I am about to enter. So help me God."

On motion of Mr. Clapp, Ormsby C. Musser was elected temporary 
Messenger of the Senate.

Message from the Secretary of State, containing the vetoed bills of 
the last session, was now taken up. 

Senate Bill No. 114 — An Act to amend an Act entitled "An Act to 
regulate proceedings in criminal cases in the Courts of justice of the 
Territory of Nevada," approved November twenty-sixth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, together with the following message of the Gov- 
ernor, was read:

To the Hon, James D. Minor, Secretary of State: 

Sir: I have the honor to return to yon, without mj approval, Senate 
Bill No. 114 — An Act to amend an Act entitled "An Act to regulate 
proceedings in criminal cases in the Courts of justice of the Territory 
of ' Nevada," approved November twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one — which was received by this department on the sixth instant. 

The most objectionable portion of the bill is the seventeenth section. 
By its provisions an alternatvve, unequaled in harshness, is forced upon 
the choice of the defendant in the selection of a defense. Insanity has 
ever been admitted to be a complete defense to a criminal charge, what- 
ever it might be; but the consequences of a successful defense upon 
that ground are completely nullified. A man might be convicted of 
insanity whose crime, at most, would be murder in the second degree; 
yet his punishment, would be the same for his misfortune as for his 
alleged crime. 

Attempts to be released from confinement in the asylum are hampered 
by a provision entirely novel in our judicial system. The unanimous 
concurrence of the Supreme Bench is required to sustain an application 
for discharge. In all other cases, civil or criminal, a majority of the 
Bench may condemn or discharge. This precaution against the release 
of persons presumed only to suffer from mental diseases, I deem en- 
tirely useless, and liable to become an impediment to the cause of 
justice.

Senate Bill No. 181.

Hon, James D. Minor, Secretary, of State: 

Sir: I have the honor to return herewith, without my approval. 
Senate Bill No. 181 — "An Act to authorize the Counties of Lincoln and 
Nye, in the State of Nevada, to subscribe to the capital stock of the 
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Humboldt and Colorado Railroad Company, and to aid in the construc- 
tion of a railroad from a point at or near Palisade to the Colorado 
River" — which was received by this department on the sixth instant. 

My objections to the bill are, first, that such legislative action at the 
present time is premature. No railroad can possibly reach the northern 
boundary of Nye County before the commencement of the next session 
of the Legislature. By that time an unmistakable expression of popu- 
lar opinion on the matter under discussion may be elicited. Events may 
occur in the meantime which will more clearly demonstrate the neces- 
sity or uselessness of the proposed railroad. Frequently in the history 
of our own btate prosperous mining districts have been entirely deserted 
in a shorter period of time. I anticipate nothing of the kind in regard 
to the mining regions of Lincoln County; but in two years their per- 
manence may be assured so clearly that the question of the expediency 
of the proposed aid may be settled beyond a reasonable doubt. 

A further objection may be urged in favor of the County of Nye. 
The eastern portion of the countj'' is very sparsely settled, and its min- 
eral resources are in an early stage of development. The distance of 
the line of the road from the centers of the population is very great, 
and its usefulness to the inhabitants of thq Town of Belmont and the 
western end of the county, is exceedingly doubtful. These being the 
facts, I do not consider that the benefits to accrue from the passage of 
the bill to the taxpayers of Nye County will be commensurate with the 
burden imposed.

Senate Bill No. 190.

Son, James D. Minor, Secretary of State: 

Sir: I have the honor to return herewith, without my approval. 
Senate Bill No. 190 — An Act amendatory of and supplementary to an 
Act entitled "An Act to amend an Act entitled *An Act to create a 
Board of County Commissioners in the several counties of this State, 
and define their duties and powers/ approved March eighth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five," approved January eleventh, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one — which was received by this department on the sixth 
instant. 

I decline to sanction this bill, for the following reasons: It proposes 
to vest in the several Boards of County Commissioners power to com- 
promise suits and demands, upon terms wholly within their discretion — 
a power which, in my judgment, is alike dangerous and unnecessary. 

In the admirable system of revenue prevailing in this State, the 
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Boards of County Commissioners have no power over the State's por- 
tion of the revenue after equalization; and I am of opinion that this 
wise provision should suffer no such fatal infringement as is contem- 
plated in this bill. County Commissioners are not elected by nor are 
they responsible to the whole people. They are not skilled in the 
intricacies of the law, nor clothed with the functions and prerogatives 
of the Courts. No appeals lie from their decisions; their action is final, 
no matter how unreasonable. Naturally, they desire to relieve the tax- 
payers within their respective jurisdictions from the payment of the 
State's portion of the taxes. It cannot, therefore, be wise to stimulate 
this desire with the opportunity of so dangerous and absolute a power. 
No suflficient reason occurs to justify so irresponsible a power in 
Boards whose abuse of discretion, no matter how flagrant, is without 
the jurisdiction and beyond the correcting power of the Courts. It is 
no reflection against what is said that the power sought to be conferred 
is limited in point of time; on the contrary, this fact proves the general 
impolicy of the law. If the principle is just, it should bo carried for- 
ward as well as backward. The refusal of the Legislature to extend 
it to the future is conclusive, to my mind, that it was deemed vicious. 
If it be wise to withhold this power in the future, it must be, for like 
reasons, wise to withhold it in the present. Perhaps the most objection- 
able feature of the bill is that which seeks to legalize the action of the 
Commissioners of Washoe County in compromising the taxes of the 
Central Pacific Eailroad Company, for the years eighteen hundred and 
sixty-nine, eighteen hundred and seventy, and eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, upon payment of a sum scarcely more than one fourth of 
the amount due. This provision meets my unqualified condemnation. 
If there is any good reason why a different and more favorable rule 
should apply to that corporation than to other taxpayers in this State, 
it has escaped my observation. I am unable to perceive why the Legis- 
lature should interfere to relieve the railroad company alone, of all the 
taxpayers of this State, from the payment of taxes legally due; or why 
an Illegal act should be legalized, or an usurped power confirmed in its 
favor, to the detriment of the State. I do not hesitate to express the 
belief that the County Commissioners have not the power to compromise 
suits for taxes, or to discharge taxes legally due, upon the payment of 
a less sum than that which the law exacts; but be it as it may, this, as 
I am assured, is the identical question now in the Courts for decision, 
and no act of mine shall withdraw it from the tribunal where, in the 
theory of our Government, it legitimately and properly belongs, or 
otherwise embarrass its just determination. If the Commissioners had 
the power to settle pending suits, and compromise demands for taxes, 
then the bill is unnecessary, for, in that case, it will simply legalize that 
which is already legal. If, on the contrary, they had no such power, 
it is neither my duty nor inclination to make that valid which before was 
invalid, when such act can have no other result than to deprive the 
State of a large amount of revenue justly and legally due. It is cer- 
tainly not my intention, and I trust it will never be my misfortune, to 
impose exceptional duties upon one class of taxpayers for the benefit 
of another, or to lift the equal burdens from the strong only to impose 
the same upon those less able to support them. Animated in this, as in 
all cases, by a desire to discharge my duty with fidelity to the State, I 
have endeavored to learn the purpose of this measure and the circum- 
stances in which it had its origin, and to this end I have conferred fully, 
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both with the agents of the railroad company and the representatives 
of the people. These are the facts; 

In eighteen hundred and sixtj'^-nine the Assessor of Washoe County 
assessed the Central Pacific Bailroad at fiTteen thousand dollars per mile. 
This assessment the Board of Equalization reduced to six thousand dol- 
lars per mile. Afterward the Supreme Court restored the valuation to 
fifteen thousand dollars. By this action of the Court there became due 
to the county and State, for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
in round numbers, the sum of eighteen thousand dollars. 

In the year eighteen hundred and seventy the assessment was made, 
equalized, and restored as in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, leaving a 
balance for that year in round numbers of sixteen thousand dollars. 
In the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one the Assessor valued the 
road at tii'teen thousand dollars per mile; the company applied to have 
its assessment equalizedj an Assessor's Court was held, evidence taken, 
and the Board refused to reduce the assessment, and confirmed the 
valuation of the Assessor. The tax due for the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one amounts in round numbers to forty thousand dollars. 

At this juncture the railroad company offered twenty thousand dol- 
lars to compromise and settle the suits pending and the taxes due for 
the years eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty, and eighteen hundred and seventy-one, amounting in all to seventy- 
four thousand dollars. This offer was accepted by the Commissioners, 
and an order was made directing the District Attorney to dismiss the 
suit for eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and the Treasurer to receipt 
in full for the taxes due. It is this attempted compromise of the State's 
claim for seventy-four thousand dollars, upon payment of just one half 
of the sum due for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one alone, 
which this bill seeks to legalize. 

In common with the Legislature, I am now called upon to determine 
whether this action of the (Commissioners was legal and just, and to 
say whether or not this bill shall become a law. I am decidedly of 
opinion that the action of the Commissioners was unjust to the State, 
and that the bill should not become a law, as well because of the arbi- 
trary power it seeks to vest in Boards of Commissioners as the gross 
impropriety of relieving the railroad company from the payment of 
fifty-four thousand dollars, which appears to be justly and legally due 
the State. I cannot willingly sanction a measure which partakes so 
strongly of special or class legislation as does this. I cannot approve 
a bill which, under the pretense of a general law for the benefit of the 
people, has for its real and only purpose the determination of a suit now 
pending in the Courts, and the relinquishment of the State's right to 
fifty-four thousand dollars of its much needed revenue. As long as the 
State exacts from its citizens paj'-ment of the utmost farthing of their 
onerous taxes, I shall not give my assent to a measure which permits a 
taxpayer, equally liable and vastly more able, to escape with the pay- 
ment of scarcely more than one fourth of its just liability.

Sir: I have the honor to return herewith, without my approval. Sen- 
ate Bill No. 193 — "An Act to encourage the construction of a railroad 
from the line of the Central Pacific Eailroad to the Town of Eureka, 
State of Nevada" — which was received by this department on the sixth 
instant. At the same time with the introduction and progress of this 
Act, through the processes of legislation to its final passage, a bill, in* 
tended to serve the same purposes and accomplish the same ends, was 
introduced, considered, and passed — I refer to Senate Bill No. 136 — con- 
cerning the Eastern Nevada Bailroad Company. These bills were in- 
tended to create rival corporations, which would tend to develop the 
same sections of territory and to supply adjacent markets. It was never 
expected that both roads would be built. If completed, competition 
between them would be alike ruinous to both. 

In the solution of the question, as to which of the two deserve execu- 
tive approval, I have endeavored to obtain all possible information. The 
arguments that have induced me to the decision at which I have arrived 
(viz: to approve the one and reject the other), are the superior resources 
of the Counties of Elko and White Pine over the County of Eureka, to 
afford the aid guaranteed in the respective bills. A brief summary of 
the taxable property in those counties, according to the assessment rolls 
^f eighteen hundred and seventy-two, gives the following amounts:

It may be safely assumed that the taxable property of Eureka County 
does not exceed one half of the total valuation of the late County of 
Lander. That amount would be the sum of one million three hundred 
and eighty-seven thousand two hundred and seventy-nine dollars and 
thirteen cents. 

In addition to the promptings of my own judgment, I have the welcome 
assurance that, in my course upon this bill, I am sustained by a majority 
of the inhabitants of the community most interested — an extensive peti- 
tion, signed by most substantial citizens of the Town of Eureka, has 
requested my executive interference with the passage of this bill. The 
sentiment of the press of the county is to the same effect. Whatever 
might have been my first impression upon this point, it must have 
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yielded to such a direct appeal from the taxpajing residents of Eareka 
County. I have yielded a readier assent to their petition becunse this 
bill alone, of all those acted upon at the late session, lacked the indis- 
pensable provision to submit the question of subscription to the body of 
the people.

MINORITY BEPOBT OP COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS. 

Mr. Pbesident: Your Committee on Ways and Means, to which 
was referred Assembly Bill No. 4 — "An Act to prevent the practice of 
medicine or surgery by unqualified persons" — submit the following 
minority report: 

While the intention of the bill in question seems to be the doing 
away with quackery, to our minds it opens the very broadest field for 
the introduction of unqualified persons to the practice of medicine. 

In our opinion, the bill will not accomplish the object designed, even 
if it becomes a law, for the reason that every practitioner which this 
bill is intended to exclude will, at the earliest moment, procure a sheep- 
skin, and will continue, as is alleged, their murderous quackery. 

It is a fact patent to all men of sense, that the present state of society 
gives a wide scope to the introduction of incompetent men to the learned 
professions. This is the day of sbpdJyism; and it is lamentably true that 
in the present age money can purchase anything, from a sheepskin to a 
seat in the third house, thus shutting off the poor, but really competent, 
youth, from a chance of competing with the wealthy parvenu.' 

To a lamentable extent this state of things exists in our medical and 
other colleges. The scion of a wealthy family, who is incompetent by 
nature for the profession, but whose friends desire " M. D." attached to 
his name, can procure means sufficient to bribe, if necessary, an Exam- 
ining Board, and ultimately obtain a diploma; whilst the poor, but com- 
petent, student, will wear out his j^oung life as a clerk in a drug store. 

We do not see how the possession of a diploma alone can be proof 
that the holder of it is competent to practice medicine. Many practic- 
ing physicians have never owned a parchment, and at the same time 
have been eminently successful in the practice of their profession. 

The bill referred tp, if enacted, will prevent druggists (who are in 
many instances eminently qualified) from prescribing medicines. 

If the bill provided for a Medical Board of Examiners, then, indeed, 
it might possess the desired merit; but to our minds there is nothing in 
it that can by any possibility rid the communities of the State of the 
crying evil of quackery. ^

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REPORT OF SFEGIAL GOMMITTEB. 

Mr. Prbsident: Your special committee to whom was referred Seoate 
Bill No. 10 — to detach a portion of Nye County and to attach the same 
to Lincoln County — have examined the same, and find: 

That at least two thirds of the residents living upon said territory 
are in favor of said change. That they are within from ten to fifty miles 
of Pioche, the county town of Lincoln County, and at which place they 
transact all their business — except that of a judicial character. That they 
have a good natural road communication connecting them with the said 
Town of Pioche; and one so favorable in its character as to center and 
control ail the traffic and trade of the said territorv with the said Town 
of Pioche. That the topography of Nye County is such that the resi- 
dents upon said territory have to travel from two hundred and fifty to 
three hundred miles, by any public conveyance, to get to Belmont, the 
county town of Nye County, and that they have to pass through the 
county seats of two other counties on said route; and in the accomplish- 
ment of this long and tedious journey, the time consumed, and expense 
attached thereto, forces an unnecessary and onerous tax upon the in- 
habitants of said territory — a burden they feel too grievous longer to 
bear. 

That the distance from the said territory to Belmont, by the nearest 
known route for pedestrians, or on horseback, is from one hundred and 
thirty to one hundred and eighty miles, passing over several ranges of 
high mountains, and over one or more deserts of from forty to fifty 
miles, without water, which great inconveniences to its approach, makes 
the Town of Toano, located on the Central Pacific Eailpoad, far north 
of the Nye County line, more convenient for them, as a county seat for 
the transaction of legal business, than is the Town of Belmont, because 
there travel would be through valleys (the range of mountains running 
northerly and southerly), on good, natural roads; and that Belmont, 
being situated westerly from the said territory, makes it much more 
difficult of access than points more remote in a northerly or southerly 
direction. That the United States Surveyor General of this State has 
made the county lines the boundaries of districts for his deputies — in 
making surveys for patents to mining claims and mill sites, etc. — and 
has appointed said deputies, restricting each in his work, to within the 
boundaries of said Counties of Nye and Lincoln. That there are several 
mining districts within said territory, and the residents therein are com- 
pelled to go to either Eureka or Belmont to secure the services of a 
Deputy Surveyor for all such surveys as pertain to the location and sur- 
vey of mill sites, mines, etc., and thereby unnecessarily increasing the 
cost at least one hundred dollars for each and every patent to such 
claim. That such additional expense could be avoided by the inhabitants 
of said territory, should they be segregated from said Nye County 
and attached to Lincoln County, as the United States Deputy Surveyor 
located at Pioche could make such surveys at a greatly reduced rate of 
cost to applicants for such surveys. That the present south line of 
l^ye County is within six miles of the Town of Pioche, and that parties 
wishing to get out of said town, to defraud their creditors, have but 
a short distance to travel with their goods or stock, when they are out 
of the reach of the officers of Lincoln County, and at least three hun-

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dred miles away from the officers of Nye County, and which necessarily 
results in great loss and inconvenience to the citizens of Lincoln County. 
In view of the foregoing reasons, your committee would most respect- 
fully report favorable to said bill, and recommend its passage as amended.

To the honorable the Senate of Nevada: 

I have the honor to return herewith, without my approval, Senate 
Bill No. 3 — An Act to encourage the construction of a railroad from 
Battle Mountain Station, on the Central Pacific Railroad, in Lander 
Couniy, State of Nevada, to the City of Austin, in said count}'', and to 
authorize said county to issue its bonds for two hundred thousand dol- 
lars to aid the same — which was received in this department on the first 
instant. The first section of the bill reads as follows: 

"Section 1. The following named persons, to wit: Allen A. Curtis, 
Andrew Casamayou, George F. Dinsmore, D. B. Starratt, and M. A. 
Sawtelle, their heirs and assigns, are hereby given and granted the right, 
privilege, and franchise of building, constructing, maintaining, and 
operating a narrow or wide gauge railroad between the Central Pacific 
Eailroad, in the County of Lander, in the State of Nevada, and the City 
of Austin, in said county. The gauge thereof shall be of a width not 
less than thirtj'-two inches, and the grade thereof shall not exceed one 
hundred and fifteen feet to the mile; and the said persons, their heirs 
and assigns, are hereby vested with and shall have and enjoy all and 
singular the rights, privileges, and franchises conferred upon railroad 
companies in this State, by the provisions of an Act of the Legislature 
of the State of Nevada entitled *An Act to provide for the incorpora- 
tion of railroad companies and the management of the affairs thereof,* 
approved March twenty second, eighteen hundred and sixty -five, and the 
Acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto." 

The first section of the eighth Article of the Constitution provides 
that: " The Legislature shall pass no special Act in any manner relating 
to corporate powers, except for municipal purposes; but corporations 
may be formed under general laws, and all such laws may, from time 
to time, be altered or repealed." 

The section quoted of the Act under discussion,' presents as palpable 
a violation of this provision as could possibly be invented. 

The grant of corporate powers and privileges is not left to inference 
or construction, but is couched in unmistakable language. 

I am constrained to believe that this defect is so general and all-pervad- 
ing that, even if approved, the Act could not successfully stand the test of 
investigation of the Courts upon this point. The Constitution, as con- 
strued by many eminent Judges, is mandatory and not directory. The 
consequences of an infraction of this section, although not expressed in 
terms, is the utter invalidity of any statute attempting to confer the 
extraordinary privilege of a corporate franchise by special law. As I 
have said, the vice affects the whole frame and structure of the bill. 

The unconstitutional provisions cannot be separated from the valid 
sections. Upon the provisions of the invalid grant of power rests the 
capacity of grantees of the franchise to take and enjoy the benefit con- 
ferred. The fault is fundamental and incurable. 

Throughout the Federal Union the habit and practice of legislation 

16— s 
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for special purposes and objects have met with general condemnation. 
Every movement by the people of the diflferent States, in the direction 
of the formation of new or the amendment of existing Constitutions,* 
has been prompted, in part, if not wholly, by the general desire to limit 
and circumscribe the powers of legislation in this respect. This very 
case presents the whole argument which induced the adoption of the 
section quoted. A privilege is sought by the grantees of the franchise 
which could not be otherwise obtained. The general railroad law con- 
fers every power necessary to be used or acquired by the beneficiaries. 
The Legislature is approached for the sole purpose of imploring a 
privilege extraordinary and unusual in its nature, and which no other 
citizen or corporation may acquire. 

I respectfully suggest the foregoing objections for your careful con- 
sideration.

Sir: I have the honor to return herewith, wit/hout my approval, Sen- 
ate Bill No. 162~"An Act regulating the mortgage of personal prop- 
erty " — which was received by this department on the sixth instant. 

This bill will hardly accomplish a useful or necessary purpose. The 
law of pledges of personal property is well settled and understood, and 
is of extensive .use in the community. Thousands of loans are annually 
made, and the security therefor afforded by a transfer of personal prop- 
erty, is entirely adequate. The Act under consideration opens u wide door 
for fraudulent practices. A single example will suffice; A., being the 
owner of certain cattle in Ormsby County, mortgages them to. B. A 
mortgage in due form of law is executed and recorded, which imparts 
notice only in Ormsby County. Next, A. removes the stock into 
Washoe; C. purchases from A. without actual notice of the mortgage to 
B. There being no record of B's lien on file in Washoe, C. is certainly 
an innocent purchaser, and his purchase will override B*s loan. This is 
one of many supposable cases which may occur under the practical work- 
ings of this Act. To allow any perisonal property subject to a lien to 
remain in the hands of a former owner, is to afford a false credit, and has 
.been condemned as a deception and fraud throughout the whole gi*owth 
of the scieuce of jurisprudence.

Sir: I have the honor to return herewith to your office, without my 
approval, Senate Bill«No. 261 — '<An Act to define and establish the 
boundary lines of Eureka County" — which was received by this depart- 
ment on the sixth instant. 

The object of the Act seems to be the cession of a portion of the 
territory now comprised within the County of Elko. No reason there- 
for appears upon the face of the bill. After inquiry, it has been ascer- 
tained that no petition, or other evidepce of the wishes of the section 
sought to be ceded, were presented to your honorable body at the 
past Session. No arguments of convenience have been made to appear. 
Proximity to the place of transaction of public business cannot have 
actuated the passage of the bill, because Elko is equally if not more ac- 
cessible than Eureka. Further, the bill attempts a transfer of a consider- 
able fraction of the taxable property of Elko, without the assumption 
of an equivalent portion of the public debt. No law upon the subject 
has ever been enacted without provision being made for the apportion- 
ment of the liabilities of the parent county. 

I am confident in the opinion that no measure beneficial to the general 
public will be accomplished by the approval of the bill. 

I therefore decline to give my assent to the same.

MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. President: The undersigned, a minority of Senate Committee on 
Ways and Means, to which was referred Assembly Bill No. 56, would 
respectfully report, that while they agree with the majority of the com- 
mittee in the amendments to the bill reported to the Senate, they are 
convinced that the bill should be further amended, by striking out, in 
section four, the words: *' and shall consider, treat, and assess the por- 
tion thereof within his county as an integral part of a complete, con- 
tinuous, and operative line of railroad, and not as so much land covered 
by the right of way merely, nor as so many miles of track consisting of 
iron rails, ties, and couplings." 

To the mode of assessment which is thus undertaken to be authorized, 
many objections seem apparent, not only on the ground of its illegality, 
but also of its irij*ustice. By the provisions of the portion of the sec- 
tion quoted, an Assessor is authorized to fix a valuation upon property, 
not upon the basis of its value in his county, but upon the basis of its 
value in another, or even another State. In other words, the Assessor 
would be required to assess railroad property according to a value 
which he could only ascertain by going without his county, or possibly 
without the State. Unless all our ideas of the powers and duties of that 
officer are wholly erroneous, this bill points out to him a course of conduct 
which would render his action void and call into serious question the 
validity of his assessment. An Assessor is required to value property 
in his county at its w^orth .there, and he cannot go elsewhere to discover 
what similar property may be worth in other districts of the same State, 
* or in another State. 

The State has already been subjected to considerable litigation with 
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the Central Pacific Railroad Company in regard to the collection of 
taxes, and it seems unwise that at this time, when the law is almost set- 
tied and definitely understood, that a new disturbing element should be 
introduced, which is sure to be the subject of more litigation, expense, 
delay, and trouble, and especially when it appears clear that the State 
will be the losing party. No good can arise, and we consider it advis- 
able to leave the law as it now is. ' 

Again, were the mode of assessment provided by the bill determined 
to be lawful, it is open to serious objections, in that it gives to County 
Assessors the right to fix valuations upon propert}* which in fact does 
not exist. For example, let us suppose that a railroad within this State 
is worth more in one county than in another; that because of its situ- 
ation in one county, the expense of its construction, the number of its 
cuts and tunnels, the amount of town and city property, and the greater 
amount of business done, the road is and ought to be assessed at a greater 
sum per mile than in an adjoining county — does that furnish any reason 
why the assessment in such adjoining county should be raised so as to 
correspond with that of its more favored neighbor? The answer to the 
question is evident, and must be that the injustice of any such manner 
of assessing property is too plain for argument. It might as well be 
said that a cornor lot in Washoe City ought to be assessed at the 
same valuation as one in the City of Virginia, not because it is worth 
as much, but because it is a corner lot. 

Finally, we conclude that both because of its illegality and injustice, 
the portion of the section which we have cited ought to be stricken out, 
and do report as an amendment to the bill, a motion that the words 
quoted above be stricken from section four.

To the honorable the Senate: 

I have the honor to return herewith, without my approval, Senate 
Bill No. 29 — "An Act granting the right of way for a railroad from the 
mines of the Virginia City Coal Company, Lyon County, to Virginia 
City, Nevada, and intermediate points." 

This bill is liable to the same objections urged by me against the 
passage of Senate Bill No. 3, at the present session. The third section 
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presents the objectionable feature of a special grant of corporate priv- 
ileges. It is annecessary to repeat my views upoii this question. To 
them, as previously expressed, I still adhere. A fixed determination to 
yield obedience to the mandates of the Constitution, and to preserve an 
attitude consistent with ray former acts, impel me to this course. 

The bill is also repugnant to the twenty-first section of Article IV of 
the Constitution. There is a general law under which, in less time than 
has been consumed by the passage of this Act, the franchise and right 
of way might be acquired. There is no apparent, and I am constrained 
to believe, no actual necessity, for the enactment of this measure, to 
confer all needed rights and powers upon the grantees named.

The bill provides for a different rule regulating the practice of Courts 
of justice in certain classes of cases where railway corporations are

parties defendant, than that which regulates the practice of Courts in all 
other civil cases. It is attempted by this bill to bring railroad corpora- 
tions into Court, in certain cases, by service of summons on conductors 
of passing trains, when the Civil Practice Act (section twenty-nine) spe- 
cially provides how corporations, when parties defendant, shall be 
brought into Court — i. e., by service of summons, made in a way defi- 
nitely pointed out by the statute, on the Managing Agent, Cashier, Secre- 
tary, President, or other head of such corporation; and, also, when 
defendant is a foreign corporation, requiring certain other acts to be 
performed in order to complete such service. The bill under considera- 
tion also changes the time for appearance from that provided in the 
general law. (See sections twenty-five, five hundred and seventeen, and 
five hundred and eighteen. Civil Practice Act.) 

This being the case, we are all clearly of opinion that section one of 
the bill is in unmistakable contravention of subdivision three of section 
twenty of Article IV of the State Constitution, which provides that 
the Legislature shall not pass special laws regulating the practice of 
Courts of justice. 

Of section two of the bill, it seems to your committee that its pro- 
visions are so arbitrary, sweeping, and unjust in every particular, that 
were there no question of constitutional law involved in their discu-ssion, 
we should feel constrained to report unfavorably. In plain terms, by 
this section it is proposed to punish, with all the sternness of a penal 
statute, any unfortunate individual or corporation whose vehicles shall 
kill or injure any live stock in this State, whether the act is the result 
of unavoidable accident or not;, thus entirely ignoring the question of 
negligence, and thereby making the innocent cause of unintentional 
injury equally liable with the criminally negligent. We venture to 
hazard the assertion^ that such a law never disgraced the statutes of 
any cizilized State, and confidently assume that in case of passage by 
this body it would not be sustained by the judiciary, for there is no 
question that a rule of law must be general and equal in its application 
to all persons who stand before the Courts. 

'J'herefore, the committee have directed their Chairman to report 
Assembly Bill No. 57 back to the Senate, with the recommendation that 
it do not pass.

Mr. President: Your Committee on Claims have had Senate Bill No. 
104 under consideration, and beg leave to report that they have care- 
fully considered the same, and have come to the conclusion that the fol- 
lowing claims against the State are just and ought to be liquidated, 
amounting in the aggregate to nine thousand two hundred and eighty- 
two dollars and eighty-two cents ($9,282 82), to wit: E. B. Eail, one 
thousand and seventeen dollars and forty-seven cents; A. W. Pray, four 
hundred and fifty-five dollars and sixty-nine cents; Corbett Brothers, 
seven hundred and twenty-nine dollars and twenty-two cents; A. B. 
Drieshach, one hundred and ninety-seven dollars; and, also, to the 
various claimants for the balance of claims as audited by the Board oi 
Examiners, in accordance with the Act of March sixth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one, mentioned in section one of the accompanying bill 
(No. 104), and which more fully appear, as per State Controller's Eeport, 
in the Appendix to the Senate Journal of the sixth session of the Leg* 
islature, showing the names of said claimants. 

Your committee are induced to report adverse to the claim of Peter

like sum was heretofore granted to said Cavanaugh, to reimburse him 
for loss in consequence of change of plans, etc., in the construction of 
the Capitol building. Your committee would ulso report against the 
payment of the claim of B. H. Meder, for the reason that the Legisla- 
ture has already passed a bill to pay said claim, and therefore no indebt- 
edness exists in behalf of said Meder against the State.

MINORITY REPOET OP COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS. 

Mr. President: In regard to the Senate Bill No. 104 — An Act to pro- 
vide for the payment of certain claims against the State of Nevada 
therein mentioned — being constrained to differ with a majority of the 
committee to whom said bill was referred, I respectfully submit this my 
minority report: I refer particularly to the provisions in the Act men- 
tioned for the payment of the claim of Peter Cavanaugh. By Act of 
the Legislature of eighteen hundred and seventy-one, the sum of six 
thousand dollars (86,000) was appropriated for the use and benefit of 
Peter Cavanaugh, on account of losses resulting to him from the failure 
of the Board of State. Capitol Commissioners to comply with their con- 
tract with him for the erection of the State Capitol, and on account of 
alterations made by said Board and executed by him. 

At that time (the date of the passage of the Act of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one) the Capitol was not completed, and in order to procure 
the acceptance of the building by the Board, and to enable the unsatis- 
fied claimants to derive the benefit of the Act of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, Peter Cavanaugh was compelled to sell his claim of six 
thousand dollars in order to realize money to complete the building. 

That he did sell it, and did expend in the completion of the Capitol 
the whole of the proceeds of such sale, and now is shown by the Report 
of the State Board of Examiners, which was before your committee, 
and is beyond cavil or question. 

The six thousand dollars intended for his use and benefit was expended 
on the building, resulted in nowise for his relief, and the State of Nevada 
alone derived benefit from the expenditure. The result is, that Peter 
Cavanaugh's claim has in nowise been satisfied or provided for. 

Believing the claim to be just and right, and that the State has had the 
benefit and is honestly entitled to pay the claimant, I respectfully re- 
port that, in my opinion, the bill, as originally introduced, should pass.

REPORT BY MR. coHN (on leave). 

Mr. President: As one of the Committee of Ways and Means, to 
whom was referred Senate Bill No. 103, I beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing minority report: 

The bill provides for the creation of a State Prison Building Com- 
mittee, under whose aathority the new State Prison at Eeno is to be 
built, a duty which now devolves on the Board of State Prison Com- 
missioners, composed of the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney 
General, and for which they receive no additional compensation to their 
official salaries. 

I oppose the bill, for the reason that it is unnecessary, and because its 
main feature is to create three new offices, and entails on the State a 
useless expense to pay to each of the State Prison Committee a per 
diem of ten dollars, which sum can be saved to the taxpayers of this 
State by permitting the present Board to manage and supervise all 
things connected with State Prison matters, as they are now required to 
do by law. 

It is alleged by some members who favor the bill, that the State 
Prison at Heno has been mismanaged, and that there has been an undue 
waste of public money in connection with the work done thereat and 
thereon. In reply to this allegation, I have to say that, admitting the 
allegation to be true, it is of no force at the present time, as we have 
now, and for the ensuing four years, a new Board of State Prison Com- 
missioners, and I can see no reason why these officers, who have been 
recently indorsed by the people, may not be as competent and as trust- 
worthy to discbarge the duties imposed on them by law, as the three 
gentlemen named, or any three who may be named therein.

Mr. President: Your Committee on State Affairs have had Senate 
Bill No. 119 — entitled an Act to encourage the construction of cheap 
transportation lines — under consideration, and beg leave to report the 
same to the Senate, with the recommendation that it do pass.

On motion of Mr. Varian, the majority report of Committee on Elec- 
tions, and resolution accompanying it, were taken from the table. 

MAJORITY report. 

Mr. President: The undersigned, comprising a majority of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Elections, to which was referred the case of the 
contested election from the County of Churchill, wherein Wallace 
Goodell contests the right of Hon. W. C. Grimes to sit in the Senate, as 
the member from said county, beg leave to submit the following: 

The initial steps in the contest were taken on the twenty-eighth day 
of November, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy-four, when the con- 
testant applied to the District Judge of the Fifth District for an order 
requiring the evidence in the case to be taken before him, and fixing the 
time and place of hearing. This order was granted, and the fourth 
day of December, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy-four, and the 
chamber of said Judge, were appointed as the time and place of hear- 
ing. On the thirtieth day of November, contestant filed his statement 
with the County Clerk of Churchill County. Notice in writing of the 
proceedings had before the Judge was irregularly served upon respond- 
ent, by some one other than the Sheriff of the county. At the time and 
place aforesaid, both parties appeared in person and by consent before 
the District Judge, when the respondent, by his attorney, offered objec- 
tions to the proceedings on several grounds, i, e.: 

First — That there was no jurisdiction pf the case anywhere, because 
no commission had been issued by the Clerk. 

Second — That the statutory time of notice, to wit: twenty days, had 
not been given. 

Third — That the service of notice was not made by the Sheriff of the 
county. 

Fourth — That the District Judge has no jurisdiction of the case undjer 
the statute. , 

Fifth— That the statement was insufScient, in failing to set out stat- 
utory grounds of contest. 
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The District Judge overruled the objections, and witnesses were in- 
troduced and examined by both parties. 

The majority of the committee are of the opinion that the first and 
fourth objections are well taken, and are fatal to the contestant's case. 
The statute has provided for the contesting of elections for members of 
the Senate and Assembly, and has prescribed certain rules which shall 
govern such contests. A statement must be filed; a commission must 
be issued by the Clerk, directed to two Justices of the Peace in the 
county, who shall take testimony. (Section 52 of an Act relating to 
Elections, Vol. 2 Compiled Laws, page 23.) 

The proceeding is purely statutory, is not judicial in its character, 
and, deriving all its force and efficacy from the law, must conform to all 
of its substantial provisions. The evidence in this case was taken before 
a person holding the office of District Judge. The duties of a Judge 
are of a judicial nature, and, in the absence of an express statute, have 
no relation whatever to the duties assumed by the District Judge in this 
case. Sitting without authority of law, in a proceeding which was not 
only unauthorized by statute, but was in direct contravention of its 
plainest and most unmistakable provisions, his acts were void. We ap- 
prehend there is no question that the proceedings of even Courts of 
record must in every case be made conformable to the provisions of 
law. But it has been suggested that, inasmuch as both parties appeared 
before the Judge and examined and cross examined witnesses, each have 
waived any objection to the legality of the proceeding. This may be 
dismissed by a simple reference to a well-known principle of law. Jur- 
isdiction of a Court or officer over the person, where such Court or 
officer has jurisdiction of the- subject matter, may be sustained, when 
the party voluntarily submits to the jurisdiction; but we have yet to 
learn that the simple consent of parties may legalize and render valid 
the acts of a Court or officer, where such acts are unauthorized by law; 
or, in other words, such Court or officer has no jurisdiction to act upon 
the subject matter. But it has been contended that there were not two 
Justices of the Peace in the county at the time of the taking of the 
testimony, and therefore contestant had no alternative but to proceed 
before the Judge. Even were this true, in our opinion, the question 
would not be altered. But in point of fact there were two Justices of 
the Peace, duly qualified and acting, their bonds having been accepted 
and filed on the sixteenth of November, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four. (See Exhibit 10, contest papers.) 

Again, the majority of your committee are of the opinion that, what- 
ever officer may take the testimony, there are at least two things neces- 
sary to to be done in order to confer Jurisdiction of the subject matter, 
i, e.y a statement must be filed and a commission issued. No commission 
was issued in this case. On this point rt is shown that the County Clerk 
could not be found at his office on the twenty-eighth of November. 
That he was called three times at the door of the Court House, and 
then contestant applied to the District Judge for an order to take depo- 
sitions. Contestant contends, that as he was unable to comply with the 
statute, because of the neglect of the officers, he should not be debarred 
from presenting his case as best he could. But without discussing this 
question from a legal standpoint, it is sufficient to call attention to the 
fact as disclosed by the papers in the case, and the file marks on the 
statement, that the County Clerk was present, at his office, possibly on 
the t(Wenty-ninth of November, and certainly on the thirtieth of Novem- 
ber, on which day he filed contestant's statement. There was, on that 
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day, no reason why contestant should not have procured the issuance 
of a commission, directed to at least two of the Justices of the Peace in 
the county. We are not at liberty to speculate upon the probabilities 
of these oflScers refusing or neglecting to act; they should at least have 
had the opportunity to have obeyed the law, and, refusing so to do, 
might have been compelled by appropriate legal process. Nor can the 
case rest upon stronger ground because of section fifty-seven of the 
Act relating to elections. (^Supra.) This section provides for the taking 
of depositions to be used on the trial, after notice of any contest shall 
be given, and stipulates that such depositions shall be taken under the 
same rules and regulations as are required in cases of depositions to be 
read on any trial pending in the District Court. 

Considering sections fifty-two and fifty-seven together, it is evident 
that a contest does not exist until the statement is filed and commission 
issued. No notice can be given of the taking of testimony until these 
things are done, for the reason that there is nothing in existence to 
authorize the taking of testimony. In this case, only one of these 
things was done. Moreover, we are clearly of opinion that the pro- 
vision of section fifty seven is intended to meet cases where it should 
become necessary to take additional evidence, or the evidence of wit- 
nesses who are without the county and jurisdiction of the Justices of 
the Peace, when the depositions are first taken, after the case had been 
commenced, as provided by section fifty-two, and the Justices had acted. 
If this be not the true construction of section fifty-seven, then why was 
section fifty-two enacted? If a contestant can, in the first instance, 
have depositions taken before any officer appointed by the District 
Judge, it would seem that section fifty-two is superfluous and certainly 
useless. The object of section fifty-seven is, we conceive, to obtain the 
testimony of absent and sick witnesses. Taking this view, both sections 
can be construed harmoniously, and we discover no conflict; but, were 
we in error here, yet, since the depositions provided for by section fifty- 
seven and to be taken and used in accordance with the rules of law 
which govern the taking and use of depositions in the Courts, and this 
by the express language of the statute, still an objection to the reading 
of these depositions before the committee, which is really a motion to 
suppress them, must, we think, be sustained. Not a single requirement 
of the statute governing taking of depositions of witnesses witjiin the 
State has been complied with. Without detailing the provisions of the 
law we respectfully make reference^to sections four hundred and seven, 
four hundred and eight, and four hundred and nine of the Civil Practice 
Act (Com. Laws, Vol. 1, page 410). 

The decisions of the foregoing questions determines the case, to our 
opinion. However that may be, upon the depositions themselves and 
the other documentary evidence submitted to the committee, we are 
constrained to report against contestant's case. The facts appearing in 
these so-called depositions may be briefly stated: There were three 
Eegistry Agents in Churchill County on October first, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four. Between the first and sixth of October all three of 
these Agents resigned their offiqes, having first registered the names of 
fifty-five voters in the thr^e precincts. October sixth, the Board of Com- 
missioners appointed Eegistry Agents for the three precincts — reap- 
pointing one who had resigned. Thege Age.nts refused to qualify, and 
on October twenty-sixth the Board again appointed agents, again reap- 
pointing the one who had resigned. Npne of these Eegistry Agents 
qualified in time to register voters for the election held November third, 
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eighteen hundred and seventy-four, nor were there any voters registered 
after the resignation of the first Registry Agents. During the month 
of October forty seven persons in the three precincts — twenty-six in 
one, seventeen in one, and four in one — opened registration books and 
were registered by officers appointed by the voters themselves; and on 
November third, held an election at which forty-seven persons voted, 
easting forty-six votes for contestant and one vot^ for respondent. At 
the regular polling places fifty-five votes were cast, of which respondent 
received forty-six and contestant nine. Contestant asks that all the 
votes cast in the county be counted, and that he be declared to have 
received a majority of all the votes cast. To this we cannot assent. It 
is impossible to arrive at any conclusion which absolves the Registry 
Agents of Churchill County from the imputation of willful wrong- ioing 
in the premises, but the only question presented in this case, as we con- 
ceive, is " Who of the candidates received the majority of all the legal 
votes cast at the election?" There is no question that the forty-seven 
votes cast in places not authorized by law were illegal and cannot be 
counted. There is no question that the fifty-five votes cast at the regu- 
lar polling places were legal and must be counted. The question of 
willful and fraudulent neglect on the part of officials intrusted with 
sacred duties under the law, we think, has nothing to do with this case 
as presentcil to the committee. We are not sitting in judgment upon 
criminal officials, but are called on to pass upon contestant's case as he 
presents it. It is assumed by contestant, and is, indeed, a very part of 
his case, that the election held at the regular polling places was in 
accordance with law, and he depends upon nine of the fifty-five votes 
cast to make up the majority he claims. True, contestant alleges fraud^ 
on the part of the sitting member, but he claims no fraud as to the votes 
cast at the regular polling places, but only because, as alleged, a number 
of voters were prevented trom registering by collusion and conspiracy 
of respondent with other officials. 

Upon the evidence submitted to us, we are compelled to find the facts 
against contestant. We find nothing in the deposition which will war^ 
rant the finding that the sitting member was in collusion and conspiracy 
with any official to prevent the registration or voting of electors. In 
concluding our report, , and in submitting the resolution which accom- 
panies it, we desire to say that the history of the entire case discloses 
one of the most shameful and disgraceful attempts, by partisan officials 
of Churchill County, to trample under foot the sacred rights of free-born 
citizens. While we cannot defend or justify the action of some of the 
persons who were deprived of the privilege of voting by the criminal 
conduct of the Registry Agents, yet we do most earnestly denounce the 
acts of the registration officials as revolutionary in their character, and 
as having a tendency to subvert and overturn the great principles upon 
which free government rests. 

In conclusion, we find that the Hon. W. C. Grimes is entitled to his 
seat, and reporting a resolution, recommend its adoption.

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Mr. President: The undersigned, comprising a minority of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Elections, to which was referred the case of the con- 
tested election from the County of Chnrchill, wherein Wallace Goodell 
contests the right of Hon. W. C. Grimes to sit in the Senate as the 
member from said county, beg leave to submit the following: 

That while agreeing with the majority of the committee upon some 
of the propositions set forth in their report, the minority have been 
unable to reach the conclusion of the majority, and feel that the honor 
of the State, the purity of the ballot box, preservation of the sacred 
right of suffrage, and the maintenance of the dignity of this Senate, 
require that the attempt made in Churchill County to overthrow the 
elective franchise, whereby the sitting member gained his election, 
should not pass unnoticed, and we are therefore of the opinion that his 
seat should be declared vacant, and the people of that county, with 
some show of fairness, given another opportunity of choosing a repre- 
sentative in this body. 

The majority report appears to be based principally upon the state- 
ment that the contestant, Goodell, has not in all particulars followed 
the strict letter of the law concerning the taking of testimony in cases 
of contested elections. This is true, but the respondent. Grimes, can- 
not be permitted to avail himself of such an objection, for the reason 
that he appeared in his own person, and by counsel, before the District 
Judge, cross-examined the witnesses of the contestant, and produced 
numerous witnesses upon his own behalf, thereby waiving any objec- 
tions that might exist to the jurisdiction of the District Judge in the 
matter. Again, while the law requires that the testimony should be 
^taken before two Justices of the Peace appointed by the County Clerk, 
it appears that one of the two Justices of the Peace in Churchill County 
has not only been charged, but has been distinctly shown, to have been 
a prominent actor in the very fraud of which contestant complains, and 
that the acting County Clerk has been the ruling spirit, it would cer- 
tainly seem unjust that the contestant should be compelled to submit 
the taking of testimony and the preparation of his case for an examin- 
ation in this Senate to the men who were most prominent in working 
his defeat. And, finally, notwithstanding the strict requirements of 
the statute may not have been followed in the initiative steps of the 
proceedings, still it is shown that both parties were given and availed 
themselves of the opportunity to produce all the evidence in the matter, 
and that there is now before this Senate all the existing testimony 
relative to this matter. 

Under the circumstances, we feel that the Senate should consider the 
case upon its merits, and waiving any purely technical objections, should 
proceed to determine the matter according to its importance. 

A fact is before the Senate; the people of Churchill County have 
been outraged, citizens of the United States have been disfranchised, 
and an unparalleled ictfamy upon the law of elections has been perpe- 
trated, and we are not disposed to shirk the responsibility of disposing 
of such a matter because the proof of it may not have come to us 
through a strictly and technically legal channel; and hence we submit 
that the merits of this contest should be carefully considered by the 
Senate. 

From the testimony we cordially agree with the majority, that the " his- 
tory of the entire case discloses one of the most shameful and disgraceful 
attempts by partisan officials of Churchill County to trample under foot 
the sacred rights of free-born citizens." It appears that on October first 
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the three Eegistry Agents of Churchill County gave notice that on 
October twenty -first registration would cease, thus giving the people 
an assurance that twenty days would be allowed them wherein to 
register; that in Stillwater Precinct, the county seat, on the second 
day of October, the Eegistry Agent being then a candidate for re- 
election to the office of Justice of the Peace on the Democratic ticket, 
opened his book of registration, and there convened with him the can- 
didates on the same ticket for County Treasurer (who is also, in fact, 
County Clerk), Sheriff, Eecorder, and Surveyor, together with one 
Smith, who does not appear to have been a candidate for anything. 
After putting the names of the persons thus mentioned upon the registry 
list, the Justice, of his own motion, and without any appearance before 
him, or any proof of their right to be registered, added to his list the 
names of some fifteen other persons, all of whom were, with one or two 
exceptions, well known believers in the Democratic faith, and consist- 
ent voters of its ticket. This being accomplished, the Justice, on the 
same day, resigned his office. On that day a similar operation was car- 
ried on in the two other election precincts of the county, and similar 
resignations followed, and thus but one day, and that the second of 
October, was given the people in which to be registered; and those who 
were unfortunate enough not to present themselves on that day, or to 
be known as opponents of the Democratic ticket, were finally and abso- 
lutely deprived of any voice in the election. 

On the fifth day of October the Board of County Commissioners met; 
and in this connection it becomes interesting to consider the personnel 
of that Board. Hon. W. C. Grimes was Chairman, Hon. J. M. Sanford 
(now a member of the Assembly) was a member, and a Mr. Dillard was 
the third. 

At their meeting on the fifth of October, the Board, Messrs. Grimes 
and Sanford both being present, accepted the resignations of the three 
Eegistry Agents, and proceeded to appoint three others, among whom 
and for Stillwater Precinct, was the aforesaid candidate for County 
Treasurer, and who is also acting County Clerk, one William Bran- 
don, who, judging from the evidence, is the general manager of the 
county. These newly appointed Eegistry Agents failed to qualify; 
whether it was understood that they should so fail, is a question of infer- 
ence only; but, from the whole facts before us, the probabilities indicate 
that such was the case. 

The Board did not meet again until the twenty-sixth of October, five 
days after the time for legal registration had passed, and at that meet- 
ing, Messrs. Grimes and Sanford being present, the offices of Eegistry 
Agents were declared vacant, because of the appointees' refusal to 
' qualify, and two of the three who had resigned on October second were 
reappointed, and they qualified, but not until after the election. 

While in the evidence before us there is nothing positively showing 
that Messrs. Grimes and Sanford, though then candidates for the offices 
which they now hold, were criminally participants in this Wholesale dis- 
franchisement of the people of Churchill County, still we are compelled to 
find them guilty of a great neglect of their duty as County Commissioners. 
They were obligated by their oaths of office, and by every considera- 
tion that should control the action of an honest official, to see that the 
people had a fair, full, and ample opportunity to register, and it will not 
do for them to undertake to shield themselves behind the specious plea 
that they are not responsible for the failure to qualify of their appointees. 
They are responsible. They had been chosen to positions of trusty and> 
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from them, the people looked for protection, and It was their solemn and 
bounden duty, when they knew that the office of Registry Agent. was 
vacant, to provide for its occupation, and to take oare that it was filled 
and its services under the law duly performed. 

We can find no language sufficiently strong to express our condemna- 
tion of their conduct. It was subversive of every cardinal principal 
upon which republican governments were founded, and we are not 
disposed to permit such a transaction to go unchallenged merely because 
it chanced to occur in a county as sparsely populated as Churchill. It 
might have occurred in Storey — there similar circumstances existed. 
Messrs. Piper and Gray were a majority of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, and were candidates for Senator and Assemblyman. It was 
well known that a large majority of those registered before the first 
day of October were Eepublicans. The Registry Agents were Republi- 
cans. Imagine that, on the second day of October, these Registry 
Agents had resigned; that Messrs. Piper and Gray had failed or refused 
to see that others were appointed who did qualify, and had thus debarred 
three fourths of the citizens from the right of suffrage, in order to make 
their own election sure. This might have been done, and does any one 
for a moment suppose that the people of Storey Coanty, or of the State, 
would have endured it. 

Would this Senate stop for an instant to tell Mr. Piper that he could 
not be permitted to occupy a seat on this floor? The answer is evident. 
Had Messrs. Piper and Gray undertaken to do or fail to do the things 
which Messrs. Grimes and Sanford have done or failed to do, a howl of 
indignation would have gone up from the people of the State sufficient 
to shake it to its very center. 

In reference to the informal elections held by the people of the county 
who had been fraudulently cheated out of their right to vote, we have 
bnly to say, that while their names did not appear upon the registry 
list, and under a strict construction of the election law they were not 
entitled to vote, still the fact does appear that they were American citi- 
zens, loyal subjects of this Government, and invested with all the rights 
and privileges belonging to one who is entitled to call himself an Amer- 
ican; and we are impressed with the belief that this Senate and the 
people of this State will not countenance the doctrine, nor submit to 
the proposition, that the right of suffrage, so dear to all of us, so bravely 
fought for, and so gallantly defended, is of so frail a tenure that it rests 
on the will of any designing and dishonest and corrupt Registry Agent, 
or any negligent or inefficient Board of County Commissioners. 

The election in Churchill County, instead of being an expression of 
the will of the people, was a fraud and a farce. It was a broad burlesque 
upon our claim that the people rule. It stands without parallel, and its 
repetition must be prevented; and we therefore submit to this Senate 
that such an election should be declared null and void, and all offices 
held under it made vacant.

We find that under the existing law the responsibility of the entire 
management of the State Prison devolves upon the Board of State 
Prison Commissioners. The joint committee unanimously agree that 
the financial management has been strictly honest and economical. The 
testimony relating to other charges investigated by your committee is 
too voluminous to admit of being digested in this report. We therefore 
recommend that the evidence taken and herewith submitted, bo turned 
over to the Board of State Prison Qommissioners, and that the same be 
by them printed in pamphlet form, for distribution.
